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No list of Carignan soldier-settlers will ever be perfect. Since no 
contemporary list was made in the 17th century — other than one with only 
nicknames, made at an unknown date — we can never be sure of the identity 
of all the members of the regiment. What we have attempted to do is make 
a better list than the one that was on the Society’s website. 

The “unconfirmed” list includes men who are unconfirmed as being 
soldier-settlers from the Carignan regiment. That could obviously mean 
two things: that they are either unconfirmed as having been Carignan 
soldiers or they are soldiers who are unconfirmed as having settled in 
Canada. The reason why we have decided to publish this list is to incite 
members and others to submit documented proof that a man on this list was 
or was not a Carignan soldier who settled in Canada after 1668. That way, 
we can all work together to improve the list and share our knowledge about 
the regiment. 

The term “Carignan-Saliéres regiment” should be taken to include the 20 
companies that formally made up the regiment plus the four companies 
(Berthier, La Brisandiére, La Durantaye and Monteil) that arrived in 
Canada with the Marquis de Tracy. The reason is simple: while only the 
first 20 companies can truly be called members of the Carignan-Saliéres 


The only period document found so far related to the roll of the 
Régiment de Carignan-Saliéres is kept at the “Archives des Colonies” of 
France in Serie D2c, volume 47, available on microfilm. A copy is kept by 
the National Archives of Canada available on microfilm reel C-9149. It is 
not known if the microfilmed document in Ottawa is the 1668 original or a 
later handwritten copy. I have asked the National Archives to clarify this 
point but I have not received an answer yet. 

This web page gives the list as it appears on the microfilm, with the 
original orthography including original misspellings in some cases or 
missing accents. 


The document reproduced on the microfilm is a hand written list of the 
militaries who decided to stay in Canada in 1668 at the end of their three 
year engagement. The original list was likely prepared for discharge and 
accounting purpose, as each soldier who decided to establish himself in 
Canada was given a monetary bonus by the king. 

Hence the list is not a complete true roll of the regiment. 

It might even include Canadians who served as guides or militias 
attached to a company and who were not enrolled soldiers but were 
deemed to have merited from the king. As well, it may contain the names 
of Canadians who were enrolled in the regiment in Canada in 1666 to 
replace dead soldiers, although in theory these should have been discharged 
only in 1669. The list may not include all the soldiers who eventually 
decided to stay in Canada. For instance, some of the soldiers who went 
back to France in 1668 (hence not on this 1668 list) came back to Canada in 
1669 and stayed. 


The names on the list are mostly “dit” names. The term “dit” is the 
equivalent of “also known as” (aka) in English. These were the nicknames 


regiment, all 24 companies came over at the same time, with the same 
mission, under the same command structure and were all demobilized at the 
same time and given the same benefits and incentives to settle in Canada. 
As such, we can refer to them as one group, and the easiest way to refer to 
this group is by the name that identifies the majority. 

By “Canada,” we mean the French colony in the Saint Lawrence Valley. 
The term “New France” encompasses a larger area, and includes the 
Mississippi Valley/Louisiana and also Acadia. While some soldiers and 
officers of the Carignan regiment did settle in Acadia, they are not included 
in the soldier-settler list, because little factual information is known about 
them or their descendants, for lack of records from this area at that time. 

There are certainly corrections and modifications to be made, most 
notably in relation to the “unconfirmed” list, and as time goes by the 
Society will make them and our knowledge of the regiment will be that 
much richer for it.

Only the officers down to 
anspessade level kept their real names. This is still practiced in the modern 
Foreign Legion of France.* 


Many persons have attempted to identify the soldiers on that list - the 
main researchers being: Benjamin Sulte, Léo Leymarie, Régis Roy, Gérard 
Malchelosse and FJ Audet to name a few. Their works have been 
published. These original publications contained a few errors of 
identification. They have been reproduced and re-assessed many times by 
others. Unfortunately new errors have been introduced in these re-works 
and are still being conveyed today. Most printed reproductions of the list 
published by various researchers contained freely corrected orthographs 
which sometimes have led to errors in identification. 

The safest list, but also the shortest, would be drawn from the comments 
in Jetté’s “Dictionnaire généalogique des familles du Québec, des 
origines a 1730” (ISBN 2-7606-0645-5) under each entry, as the PDRH is 
known to have been very careful in assessing the evidences.

The Carignan-Saliéres Regiment in Canada in 1665. 


All the companies landed in Québec City. The first arrivals were conducted with a company of volunteers from the country 
under the command of Sieur de Repentigny and Monsieur de Chambly to Trois Riviéres on Saturday, July 25". They will be 
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timely to reassure the population subjected to regular Iroquois attacks. On Monday, August 10", these four companies, plus a 
compagnie de Volontaires du pays (“volunteers of the country”) departed for Sault du Richelieu - the first troops arrived there-at 


twelve days later, on Wednesday, August 224. 


Some companies wintered in the forts, but the others spent the winter in the cities: Québec, Trois Riviéres, Montréal. 


La Brisardiére, Maximy, La Noraye, Des Portes (Duprat), de Saliéres, and Berthier companies were stationed at Québec 
La Varenne, Dugué, Saurel, and Contrecoeur companies were stationed at Montréal. 
Chambly, Loubias, Froment, La Foiiille, and La Tour were stationed at Trois Riviéres. 
One other company was confined to the fort a l’Isle d’Orléans. 


Chambly, Froment, La Tour, and Petit companies, commanded by M. de

Fort Richelieu (Fort Saurel) 

Destroyed by the Iroquois in 1646, it was rebuilt in 1665 by M. de 
Sorel with the 5 companies: Saurel, Chambly, Froment, La Tour, 
Loubias and a company of locals under the command of Sieur de 
Repentigny. 

The name of this Fort is in the name of the Iroquois River renamed 
Richelieu. 

Two companies will be stationed at the fort - Saurel and either 
Froment or La Tour 

Loubias was cantoned at Trois Riviéres.. 


Fort St-Louis (Fort Chambly) 
The fort was so named because its construction was begun in the 
week of the saint’s feast 
It was built by M. de Chambly with five companies: Chambly, 
Contrecoeur, Grandfontaine, La Frediére, and St-Ours. 
Chambly and St-Ours companies were garrisoned to the fort. 


The soldiers of the Carignan-Saliéres regiment also built the first 
road in Canada: Chambly Road, between the fort and Montréal. 
Chambly is still crossed by the old Chambly Road - Route 1, now 
Route 112. 


Fort Ste-Thérése 
This fort was built under the command of M. de Saliére. 
It was named Fort St-Thérése because it was finished on the feast 
day of St-Thérése of Avila, on Thursday, 15 October 1665. 
Des Portes, La Colonelle, and Rougemont companies were 
garrisoned to the fort. 


Petit company is said to have been with de Saliéres at Ste-Thérése 


- on Thursday, August 27".. 
Sieur de Saliére did not spend the winter at the fort - he returned to 
Québec with his company. 


Dugué company wintered at Montréal. 


Fort de la Riviére aux loups (Wolf River Fort) 
This fort was built be La Tour company, cantoned near Trois 
Riviéres, at the mouth of the Riviére aux Loups, which later 
became Louiseville.

Fort Ste-Anne (Fort La Mothe) 

This fort was established by La Mothe company near Lake

- in a letter from Talon to Minister Colbert dated Saturday, 13

receive it for Luy; if you have the kindness to send it back to 
me, I will pay him for it.”

“I must acknowledge the receipt of three of your despatches, 
one of October 14, and the other two of 13 November 1666.” 


and at the end of the said letter: 


“The King gives you the sum of twenty thousand pounds to 
employ the needs of the Troops & Colony...” 


The amount granted to Captain Berthier is not specified if the 
four hundred crowns promised by the King were included in this 
sum. 

- in 1668, he returned to France with the soldiers of the Carignan 
regiment, but returned to Canada in 1670. 

- on Tuesday, 11 October 1672, he took his wife in the parish of

Through his marriage to Anne Vidault, he adopted three of 
Juneeau’s children - aged 16, 14 and 11 respectively. In 
addition to his five personal children, he also adopted another 
child named Claude Renard, 3 years old. 

He owned a rifle and a cow. 

- on Tuesday, 4 August 1682 during the Great Fire of Québec, 
the fire razed his residence in the Lower Town. 

Discouraged by these events, he gave power to his wife and 
embarked for France - abandoning his family home, leaving his 
wife with nine children, from where the last one came to the 
world in the same year of his departure and was only eight 
months old. (Not Rageot; 9 November 1682) 

- we do not know the date of death of Anne Vidault, but Godbout 
tells us that we do not hear more about her after 21 April 1703.

In July 1666, some Mohawk warriors (one of whom was 
Agariata, after La Poterie) met a group of seven French officers 
from the Carignan regiment who were hunting on the edge of the 
country of the Mohawks, near Fort Ste-Anne, at the outlet Lake 
Champlain. Among them were Louis de Canchy de Lerole and M. 
de Chazy, cousin and nephew of Tracy. A skirmish ensued during 
which Agariata (still after La Poterie) killed Chazy. A certain 
captain of Traversy also lost his life and Lerole and the other French 
were taken prisoner. 

The Bastard Flamand, chief Agniers who wanted to conclude the 
peace, brought back to Québec at the end of August 1666, Lerole 
and other French captives. 

According to the version of La Poterie, when the fate of Agariata, 
Courcelles, to avenge the death of Chazy, ordered the Mohawks to 
deliver the culprit under penalty of war. The Mohawks responded 
by sending 40 warriors to deliver Agariata, which the French hung. 

There remains a doubt as to the date of execution. According to 
the accounts of Perrot and La Poterie, we can conclude that the 
execution took place between August 28, date when Bastard 
Flamand arrived with the French captives and September 14, date of 
the departure of Tracy for the country of the Mohawks. 

Marie de l’Incarnation mentions in her letter of 2 November 
1666 that the Bastard Flamand was at the table of Tracy and, in 
another letter of November 12", that one of the Iroquois captives 
present in Québec (the name of Agariata is not mentioned) was 
hanged for violating the peace imposed by Tracy after the army 
returned from the land of the Mohawks. 

According to the Journal des Jésuites, we are told that Tracy 
returned to Québec on 5 November 1666, and that the Bastard 
Flamand was sent home on November 8". It is therefore possible 
that Agariata was hanged on the 6", the 7" or perhaps the 8" of 
November 1666.

- in January 1672, he was rewarded for his labours in the district 
by the Gentlemen of St-Sulpice, who granted him the land later 
known as la seigneurie de Senneville, at the western end of 
Montréal Island. 

- he sold “it” to Charles Le Moyne and his brother-in-law 
Jacques Le Ber in 1679. 

- in October 1672 he obtained seigneurial title to fle Ste-Thérése, 
near Repentigny at the east end of Montréal Island opposite 
Varennes. 

= - although he had received the right to cultivate this property 

earlier, he apparently showed more interest in the fur trade. 

- he was one of the delegates called in 1678 to discuss the 
advisability of selling spirits to the Indians, 

- he completely favoured “free trade.” 


From his fife and activities one may deduce that Dugué was a 
typical frontier settler. But, more interested in fur-trading and 
fighting than in peaceful pursuits, he took, little part in the 
development of the colony, but did play a considerable role in the 
defence and geographical extension of its territory.

In 1681, the land possessed by Antoine Emery was next to that of 
Nicolas Bonin. A few years earlier, Antoine Emery had occupied 
the “la charge de syndic” (“the office of syndic”)... that is to say “of 
elected representative of the inhabitants of the seigneurie of 
Contrecceur.” 

This close neighborhood between the two men is certainly no 
stranger to the fact that Nicolas Bonin would marry Antoine and 
Marie’s eldest daughter, child-bride (age 13) Marie Emery on 19 
November 1684. 

The Iroquois raids, often deadly, on both banks of the St- 
Lawrence were creating a real psychosis among French settlers, 
resulting in the exodus of a large number of inhabitants of the 
threatened seigneuries. Nicolas Bonin, Antoine Emery, Pierre 
Favreau, Jean Brunet and Jean Coitou were among them. 

Brunet and Coitou were the first to leave followed soon after by 
Favreau. 


= - Marie Emery née Devault died Saturday, 6 December 1687 at 
Repentigny, six weeks after the birth of her eleventh child, 
Marie, also dead two days ago .

These links will be strengthened in the face of adversity. Thus, 
during the decade of 1680-90, the merchants and civil servants of 
Albany exhorted the Iroquois to ravage the French settlements. 
This episode was part of the context of the “little war’ between the 
Iroquois and the French of the colony for thirty years, with the aim 
of becoming masters of the fur trade of the West. 

Their apprehensions prove to be well-founded, since in the 
autumn of 1691, the Iroquois arose unexpectedly in the 
seigneuries of St-Ours and Contrecceur: 


“they burn several houses and wreak havoc for eight days.” 


Emery and Favreau left and settled on the land of seigneur 
Pierre Boucher, for whom they worked as farmers for ten years. 


- a little later, Antoine Emery, who in the meantime had donated 
his land to his son Antoine, died in early-1715. 

- on the following Wednesday, 15 April 1716, his widow, Marie- 
Anne Favreau, had the notary Tétreault make an inventory of the 
deceased’s property. 

- the act revealed that the ten children from their union were still 
alive. 

- Nicolas Bonin was present on this occasion. 

- the same day, he also used notary Tétreault to settle certain family 
affairs. 
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- first, his wife and “pay” 45 livres “fer” successive rights of the 
late Antoine Emery dit Coderre and Marie-Anne Favreau, their 
mother-in-law. 

- Nicolas also agreed to a farm lease of a land of ten arpents 
river-front by two leagues deep to the fief de la Corne.

- he married around 1663 or 1668 with Jeanne-Marie Le Breton 
at paroisse Notre-Dame de Vieillevigne, Loire-Atlantique; Pays 
de la Loire. Township of Aigrefeuille-sur-Maine. 

- Note: The archives of this parish do not begin until 1668. 

- de Villieu and Le Breton were already married when they came 
to Canada. 

- he resigned as Lieutenant of Berthier’s company (Becquet 26 
October 1667), certainly to bring his family and settle in 
Nouveau France. 

Jetté said he returned to France in 1667 to get married? 

- upon his return to Québec, he resumed his rank as Lieutenant - 

but in the company of St-Ours, who had remained in Canada 


after the departure of the regiment. 
(Source: Act of donation of the seigneurie of Villieu by Jean Talon in 1672) 


- in June 1668, while he wanted to settle with his family in 
Canada, but being of Piedmontese origin, he asked the king to 
grant him lettres de naturalité (letters of naturalness). 

This in order that at his death his goods are not seized by the 
king and remains his descendants. 

- the king therefore granted him these letters in 1668 - but they 
were not validated until Monday, 30 September 1675, at 
Québec. 

- on Saturday, 29 October 1672, he finally received the grant of 
the seigneurie of Villieu, which intendant Talon conceded to 
him, in the King’s name: 


“To Sieur de Villieu, lieutenant of the company of Berthier, 
then of St-Ours. of the Carignan regiment, in consideration of the 
good and commendable services he had rendered to His Majesty in 
various places, both in the old and the New France, the extent of 
the lands on the St-Lawrence River. Laurent from the borders of 
the seigneurie of Lauzon to the small river Talley dit Villieu, 
including icelle, a league and a half deep. This concession was 
made under ordinary conditions, that is to say, to the charge of 
faith and homage, and with the obligation of keeping and having 
caused fire and place on that seigniory.” 


The census of 1681 gives the names of the five first Villieu 
settlers: Adrien Hayot, Nicolas Delahaye, Pierre Lambert, 
Pierre Bourgoin and Benoit Boucher. Himself not living in his 
seigneurie. 

- he died between 26 May 1686 and 9 April 1692 in Tilly. 
- in dying, Monsieur de Villieu left his seigneurie to his two sons, 
Claude-Sebastien de Villieu and Pierre de Villieu.

- in 1657, Charles Le Moyne pére was granted land of 50 arpents 
riverfront on 100 acres deep, located on the south shore of the 
St-Lawrence River, opposite St-Héléne’s Island. 

- he named his seigneurie “Longueuil” in memory of his native 
village, Normandy, where his mother was born. 

- he built his estate in the center of the seigneurie: he built a mill 
and a manor, although he kept his principal residence in 
Montréal (Ville-Marie). 

During this time, the Iroquois aggressions slowed not only 
the fur trade, but also the establishment of settlers, who had 
difficulty settling there. 

- Charles Le Moyne pére was distinguished by his feats of arms 
and he managed to repel the Iroquois. 

- in recognition of his services, Louis XIV ennobled him in 1668 
and the territory was enlarged several times over the following 
years. 

- when he died in 1685, he was one of the most eminent and 
wealthy men in Nouveau France.

they had seven children: Marie-Anne, 13 years old; Charles, age 11; 
Francois-Marie, 9 years old; Genevieve, 7 years old; Louise, 5 
years old; Pierre, 5 years old; Barbé, 8 months. 

The couple had three rifles, two pistols, dix bétes a cornes (ten 
horned animals) and vingt arpents de terre en valeur (twenty acres 
of land in value). 

- all nine inhabitants of the seigneurie of Lavaltrie had only fifty- 
seven arpents under culture at that time. 

- in 1684 de Lavaltrie commanded Michilimackinac. 


Now, when you think of this place, you immediately think of Fort 
Michilimackinac, \ocated at the confines of Lake Huron and Lake 
Michigan, not far from Puissant Bay, which was erected by 
Governor M. de Denonville in 1686. Therefore, M. de la Valtrie 
could not command this fort. 

But another fort near the Strait of Mackinac, in the same region, 
was erected in 1683, to house the Jesuits’ St-Ignatius Mission. 
Perhaps this is where M. de la Valtrie was commander?

- Frontenac wrote to the minister in 1697 to promote Séraphin 
Margane to captain of the company left vacant by the Sieur de 
Varennes. 

(Sieur Philippe Clément du Vault de Varennes became his 
brother-in-law, following his marriage to Jeanne Bissot, sister of 
Louise Bissot, wife of Séraphin Margane, on Monday, 7 April 
1687.) 

. de Lavaltrie was a good soldier, very brave, who distinguished 
himself, among others at the Battle of La Prairie, on Friday, 10 
August 1691. 

- he was named captain of this company on Thursday, 1 May 1698. 

- he died the following year, on Saturday, 16 May 1699 - and was 
buried the next day, on Sunday, 17 May 1699 at Montréal. 

He left a succession so difficult that it was still not definitively 
settled in 1735. 

- his wife died on Sunday, 1 March 1733 - and she was buried on 
Thursday, 5 March 1733 at Montréal.

Massachusetts, just before dawn, burning part of the town, killing 47 
villagers, and taking 112 settlers captive to Montréal. Some died along 
the way and 60 were later redeemed (ransomed by family and 
community). In this period, the English and their Indian allies were 
involved in similar raids against French villages along the northern area 
between the spheres of influence.

- he received the scapular of Mount Carmel on Sunday, 23 August 
1665 at Québec City. 

- thereafter, he assisted in the construction of Fort St-Thérése. 

- late in the fall, his company participated in the erection of Fort 
St-Louis (Chambly) before going to cantonment in Montréal. 

- after being established in the seigneurie of Contrecoeur, he 
married Fille du roi Anne Michel about 1668-or-1669. 
- she was of unknown origin. 
- she was born c. 1648 (rec.1681). 

- we do not find this document on marriage nor its presence in 
census of 1666-67. 

- they established a household at Contrecceur. 
- four children are known. 

- he was s a neighbor of Barbarin! in 1670... and still owned the 
land in 1674. 


' May or may not be Pierre Barbary (Barbarin) dit GrandMaison, a soldier of 


compagnie de Contrecceur, and his wife Marie Barbary née Lebrun.

® Antoine Pécaudy, sieur de Contrecceur - captain: Contrecoeur Co. 
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- Jacques Paviot died before 25 February 1674. 


- Anne Paviot née Michel next married Jean Massault dit St-Martin, 
a soldier of compagnie de St-Ours, after February 1674, probably at 
Contrecceur, 

- he was a carpenter by trade. 
- the act of civil status of this second marriage is also untraceable. 
- they established a household at Contrecceur. 


- this couple was registered in the census of 1681 at Contrecceur: 
- the four children of her first marriage Paviot were mentioned with 
the six children of her second marriage with Massault. 
= - he owned a rifle, a pistol, seven horned beasts, and eight arpents 
worth of valuable land. 
- Jean Massault died between 1709 and 29 November 1724.

- originally called Antoine Pécoud. 
- born in 1596 at Vignieu, Isére, Rhéne-Alpes, (Dauphiné), 

“quartier du mandement de St-Chef.” 

- son of Benoit Pécoud (of Contrecceur), Chastelain de Vignieu 
and Enarde Martin, petty bourgeoisie of Dauphiné: 

- this original surname is quite common in the north of 
Dauphiné: 

- Contrecceur is a nickname of regiment, was it also the nickname 
from his father? 

- he will not join the army until very late in 1630, at the age of 34. 

- during his rise in the military hierarchy, he changed his name to 
“Pécoudy de Contreceeur.” 

- we do not know what was his occupation was until then, for the 
moment, although it seems [ ] according to the readings made so 
far that he would have had a penchant for orders. 

- his military career began during the troop lift in Dauphiné by the 
seigneur of the place... to meet a demand for help from the King 
of France relayed by Richelieu to Prince Charles Emmanuel I of 
Savoy. 

- he entered the regiment of Dauphine combined with the royal 
troops commanded by the Duke of Montmorency . 

- the latter was executed on Saturday, 30 October 1632 and his 
property seized, for rebellion against the King with Gaston 
d'Orléans. 

- he was afterwards put into the regiment of Sault, (Charles I de 
Blanchefort, sire of Créquy, Prince of Poix, count of Sault, Pair 
and Marshal of France). 

- this regiment was created on Saturday, 16 August 1597, 

- becoming, in 1762, the regiment of Flanders... 

- then disappeared in 1794. 

- on Sunday, 24 January 1638 he was then transferred, to the 
regiment of Jean d’Harembure, 

- which, at the death of the latter, in 1639, became the Regiment 
Maugiron. 

- this regiment of King Louis XIII was counted among the great royal 
regiments such as: Auvergne, Castellan, Cauvisson, Courcelles, 
Ferron, Pierre Gourde, Henrichemont, La Rochette, Lecque, 
Lorraine, Lyonnais, Maugiron, de Nérestang, Roure, Roussillon, 
Urfé, and Vaillac,. 

(Timoléon-Guy-Francois de Maugiron, 
Lieutenant General of the King’s armies.) 

- how much time did he spent in this regiment and with what rank are 

unknown. 
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- these first campaigns in Italy were carried out under the general 
command of Créquy, 
- until the death of the latter, killed by a cannonball in front of the 
fort of Bremen in 1638. 
- then under the command of the Cardinal of Valletta. 
- he joined the regiment of Broglie ou Lorraine, 
- certainly during the recovery in hand of the troops of the north and 
the east of France by Turenne in 1644. 


(See History of the Regiment) 


- in 1657, the regiment of Lorraine was dissolved inside the troops 


of Monsieur de la Ferté Senneterre. 
- the latter was part of the expedition against the Turks in 1664. 
- in 1661, it will be poured into the regiment of Nassau, 


- which will also be part of the expedition against the Turks in 1664. 


- he was injured in several circumstances. 

- one can believe that he was a valuable soldier, as he climbed the 
ranks of the military hierarchy and was appointed lieutenant and 
captain. 

- from the beginning of his career in 1630, he participated in the 
headquarters of Pignerol, under the orders of Marshal 
Montmorency. 

- then he continued his campaigns in the different regiments 
mentioned above. 

- during La Fronde, he was charged with his regiment with 
protection of the king, 

- like the regiment of Carignan and others, about 6000 men, his 


regiment was detached to lend a hand to the regiment of Lorraine 


commanded by Turenne. 


La Fronde was a series of civil wars in France between 1648-and- 
1653, occurring in the midst of the Franco-Spanish War, which had 
begun in 1635. King Louis XIV confronted the combined opposition of 
the princes, the nobility, the law courts (parlements), and most of the 
French people, and yet won out in the end. 


His Campaigns 


- Pignerol headquarters on Saturday, 23 March 1630, Chambéry on 
Friday, Saturday, May 17", Saluces on July 20". 

- in 1635 he suffered a thigh injury at Valenza sur Po. 

- on 22 June 1636, he was injured in the shoulder at the battle of 
Ticino. 

- he participated in the 1640 Siége de Trino. 

- he was with the headquarters of Aire de Picardy in 1641. 

- in 1645, he was wounded in the head at the passage of Agogne. 


Period of La Fronde (with Turenne) 


- in May 1652 he was wounded in the battle de Etampes. 
- in July 1652, he was wounded on the arm in the battle of 

Faubourg St-Antoine. 

- this last wound will leave him crippled. 


- all the details known about his career before that date come from 


the letters of nobility that Louis XIV granted him in January 
1661. 


- the regiment de Broglie (France) was dissolved in 1661. 


- all the evidence suggests that he was under the command of the 
regiment de Nassau at the same time. 

- in 1663 his company was in Arras. 

- his company took part with M. Jean de Coligny-Saligny in the 

campaign against the Turks, in July and August 1664. 

- his regiment was at the Battle of St-Gottard (1664). 

- he (aged 56) married Anne Dubois daughter of Antoine Dubois 
and Suzanne Michallon, widow for a year of Jacques Lemort 

on Thursday, 11 January 1652 at St-Chef, Isére. 


- the latter earned large benefits and important privileges because of 


his profession: “Master of the Post between Lyon and Geneva.” 
- the widow Lemort was childless. 
- he was absent when his wife died at Saint-Chef, his company 
being garrisoned in Arras. 
(At this date the Carignan-Saliére regiment was with the King at 
Marsal.) 
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- he did not arrive at his home until the evening of the funeral on 
Tuesday, 10 July 1663. 
- Pécaudy tried by all sorts of means to obtain his wife’s property, a 
measure to which the Dubois brothers opposed. 
- both the brothers, Frangois and Philippe Dubois, and Antoine 
Pécaudy contested the settlement of the estate. 
- the Dubois family won first... but there were new disputes and, 
- in 1720, the proceedings were still ongoing between the 
descendants of the Dubois and those of Charles Pécaudy, 
Contrecoeur’s nephew. 


- after the problems with his family and having heard of the 


departure of troops to Nouveau France (Canada), he asked the 

King to leave. 

- his request was apparently supported by the Pope. 

- the King accepted his request and his company left in place of 
the company of M. Perrot. 

- he joined La Rochelle from the south and recruited a lot in 
Périgord, among others. 

- he could have come from Fort Barraux with Maximy’s company, but 
this remains to be confirmed. 


- in 1665, Pécaudy de Contrecceur embarked at La Rochelle at the 


head of one of the companies attached to the Carignan-Saliére 
regiment, destined for Nouveau France. 


- he landed the ship La Paix at Québec City on the night of 


Monday-Tuesday, 17"-18" August 1665. 
- he was confirmed on Monday, 31 August 1665. 


- after a first winter spent at Montréal, the captain directed his 


troops in the various campaigns undertaken by the Carignan 
regiment. 


* - at the age of 71, he married for the second time, on Saturday, 17 


September 1667. (Contract of September 6, Not Rageot) 


- he married French-Canadienne child-bride (age 15) Dlile. 


Barbé Denys daughter of Sieur Simon Denis de La Trinité, 
member of the Conseil Souverain; and Dame Francoise de 
Tartar. 

- born on Friday, 14 June 1652 and 

- baptized on Thursday, 20 June 1652 at Québec City. 


- present at the wedding, besides the father of the bride, were Pierre 


Denys his brother, Messier Jean Talon, and M. de la Fouille - 
captain in the Carignan regiment . 


- in a letter dated Monday, 19 December 1667, intendant Jean Talon 


wrote to Minister Louvois that he was delighted with this marriage 
which would contribute to the establishment of the colony. 
- three children were born of this union:

- in July 1673, Antoine Pécoudy de Contrecceur was among the 


officers who accompany the governor Frontenac to the 
foundation of Fort Cataracoui (Frontenac). 


- Antoine Pécoudy de Contrecceur remained in Canada after 1668. 
- on Saturday, 29 October 1672, Talon granted him a seigneurie of 


two square leagues on the south shore of the St-Lawrence, a few 
miles east of Montréal. 


- at the census of 1681, the seigneurie, known as Contrecoeur, had 


69 inhabitants and 80 productive arpents. 


- he himself had two muskets, 20 horned animals, and 80 arpents 


of land in value. 


- although the name of Antoine Pécoudy de Contrecceur was quite 


often mentioned in the documents of the Sovereign Council and 
in various other sources, he was not associated with any event 
of great importance in the years preceding his death... 


- died on Saturday, 1 May 1688 at Québec City. 
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- it will be common later, in the family Pécaudy de Contrecceur, to 
repeat that “the progenitor had died in the service of the king!” 
-perhaps it should be understood that he was killed during an 
expedition against the Iroquois in a region near Montréal. 

- in his posterity, it is worth mentioning Claude-Pierre Pécaudy de 
Contreceeur, who played an important role during the military 
operations of the Seven Years’ War and was a member of the 
Québec Legislative Council. 


- becoming a widow, Barbé Pécaudy née Denys remarried in 1691 
with Louis de Gannes, Sieur de Falaise. (Nov. 10, Not Pierre 
Mesnard). 

- son of Louis de Falaise, gendarme of a company of the king, and 
Francoise Le Bloy, of Buxeuil, évéché de Poitier au Poitou. 
- they established a household at Contrecoeur. 
- they had one De Gannes child... 
as well as 
- three Pécaudy children. 
- Barbe Denys died in 1694 at Contrecceur.
